CARTELS CONTROLLING 
SEED SUPPLIES 
To the editor

On July 1, 1980, Britain lost 500 
vegetable seed varieties, many 


of 


garden favourites for 
generations. This was in 
accordance with the Seeds 
Regulation which made it a 
crime, punishable by a fine of 
$400, to sell or catalogue any 
seed not on the National List. A 
similar fate will prevail in Canada 
if the Plant Breeders’ Rights Act, 
Bill C 32, now before the House 


of Commons, becomes 
Canadian law 
FAO, the UN Food and 


Agriculture Organization, 
estimates that as a result of Plant 
Breeders’ Rights legislation now 
in force in Europe,three- 
Quarters of all European 
vegetable varieties will be wiped 
out in a decade. To date, virtually 
all the small family seed firms 
have been bought up by several 
giant companies. 


The concept behind the Plant 
Breeders’ Right legislation is that 
breeders of commercial seed 
will be able to collect royalities 
from the sale of their creations. 
The owner of new varieties of 
seed will control the multiplic- 
ation and sale of the 
reproductive material. 


It opens the doors of Canada’s 
seed industry to the large and 
powerful agrichemical firms. 
Why do these companies want 
to change from the present 
system? For them, the reasons 
are obvious -- money and 
power. 


There are today 30 significant 
agrichemical firms in the world 
almost all of them involved in 
the pharmacutical and seed 
trades. Their names read like a 
Who's Who of power. ITT, 
eleventh largest multinational 
Corporation, has bought Burpee 
Seeds, US.A.’s largest seed 
retailer; Royal Dutch Shell with 
sales over $40 billion and the 
largest multinational in the 
world claims to have the biggest 
agrichemical sales. It dominates 
23 European seed enterprises 
and has 4 major role in North 
America plant breeding; Ciba- 
Geigy, the famous Swiss 
pharmaceutical company, owns

Stewart Seeds (Canada); 
Monsanto; Pfizer, Celenese; 
and on and on. 


These companies which 
already control in large measure 
the farmer's oil and gas, his 
fertilizers, his pesticides, his 
herbicides now seek to control 
the development, licensing and 
sale of his seed. 


Is it not likely that they will 
prefer to develop and sell him 
seed that is heavily dependent 
upon their fertilizer, their 
herbicide, their pesticide? 


The concentraion of power to 
control seed and hence our food 
supply has many implications. 
The poor nations will be forced 
too to buy their seed from the 
multinational giants. Since the 
preferred seed of the 
multinationals seems to be 
hybrids, new seed stock must be 

purchased each year. 


The extensive use of hybrids 
whose genetic stock is very 
selected and hence very limited 
makes them very vulnerable to 
massive outbreaks of disease 
attacking what is virtually a 
single crop variety. This has been 
the experience in Asia with 
hybrid rice. 


The insatiable desire, it seems, 
of these companies to controlall 
seed stock, by declaring old and 
standard varieties illegal, 
narrows the genetic pool of 
alternative varieties of seed for 
future generations. 


Farmers, gardeners and 
consumers everywhere have 
serious doubts about the 
wisdom of laws that place our 
seed and food supply in the 
hands of world cartels,

Prince Edward County, better 
known to visitors as Quinte’s 
Isle, is not actually an island. It ic 
a peninsula, cut off from the 
mainland by man-made canal at 
Carrying Place. Carrying Place 
Ot its name because the Indians 
of long ago had to portage over 
the strip of land connecting 
Prince Edward County to the 
main shore. 


Quinte’s Isle is a perfect 
vacation island. It has over 600 
miles of lakes and bays, offering 
a picturesque and varied 
landscape. 


There are three access points 
from the mainland now, and a 
variety of accommodation in the 
form of resorts, campgrounds 
and ‘motels,in unique settings, 
varying from rugged shoreline 
to sandy beach. 


There are many points of 
interest for visitors, from a 
variety of craft shops to 
museums and other historical 
points. 


This information is included in 
a brochure published by the 
Quinte’s Isle Tourist Association 
but, says the Association’s 
president, David Nickerson, 
summer vacationers routinely 
Pass right by Prince Edward 
County on 401, ‘Unaware we 
even exist’. 


He is concerned that the 
provincial government is not 
promoting this area to the extent 
it is promoting vacation areas 
farther north. 


“We need government help in 
telling tourists what we have 
down here. We also need signs,’ 
he said. 


Currently there are no signs 
on 401 pointing the way to 
Quinte’s Isle, nor are they 
allowed, said Mr. Nickerson, 
who owns and operates 
‘Smuggler’s Cove’ on Prince 
Edward Bay. 

‘Even a sign saying simply, 
Sand Beaches, would be better 
than what we now have.’

tourism does have its share of 
problems. 


Probably the Most acute is the 
short duration of the tourist 


s€ason, in this area, from nine to 
10 weeks. 


While there are two or three 
Operators who remain openona 
yearly basis - some like York 
Farms, operated by Robert and 
Pat York of Black River who offer 
snowmobiling, cross-country 
skiing and general winter 
relaxation - winters at this 
latitude are not cold enough to 
make winter Operation 
€conomically feasible, said 
Nickerson. 


‘There are very few of us who 
are able to derive our entire 
living from tourism. Most have 
other sources of income.’ 


In addition to his Campground 
business, Mr. Nickerson is a 
biology teacher at Prince Edward 
Collegiate in Picton. 


There is some concern, Mr. 
Nickerson stressed, over the 
eventual outcome of some of 
the older campgrounds in the 
county. Unless there is a 
younger fmaily member to 
whom the business can be 
turned over, it is difficult for a 
potential purchaser to expend 
the kind of money needed to 
buy a tourist business and keep 
up with the day-to-day expense 
of operating it, he said. 


STIFF COMPETITION FROM 


GOVERNMENT CAMPSITES 


Another problem, he said, is 
that the government operated 


provincial parks rent artificially - 


cheap campsites with which 
private operators are unable to 
compete. 


But, he continu ed, the 
private campsite owners do 
provide a service that the public 
campgrounds cannot provide, 
and it is a service which is greatly 
needed. Many people are 
interested in family camping, 
and because of rowdyism which 
has become a problem in some 
provincial parks, many family 
campers seek private camp- 
grounds for the atmosphere 
desired. 


Rowdyism remains a problem 
in some private campgrounds, 
but ‘It is the owner who sets the 
tone for the campgrounds. He 
must exercise control or he may 
lose his more desirable 


campers,’ he said.

Asked how an operator can 
forsee a problem camper at the 
gate, Mr. Nickerson replied, ‘It 
becomes intuitive after awhile.’ 


“Every tourist Operator has his 
problems,’ he said. ‘It is a 
Buessing game as to what you 
Provide to accomodate 
changing trends. Sometimes you 
guess right, other times wrong.’ 


“Smuggler’s Cove’ is a 20-acre 
campground with a 600-foot 
shoreline, offering 72 electrically 
outfitted campsites and one fully 
equipped cottage 


Mr. Nickerson said he saw a 
trend during the early 70’s where 
campers were buying trailers 
and renting a campsite for a 
period of time. Some of his 
guests leave their trailers at the 
site over winter, returning to 
them again the 
summer.

Mr. Nickerson said there are 
about 40 tourist operators in 
Prince Edward County who are 
members of the Quinte’s Isle 
Tourist Association, an 
Organization now in its 27th year 


The Association is working 
closely with the Picton Chamber 
of Commerce in hopes of 
staffing the office at 116 Main 
Street on a regular basis, a job 
formerly undertaken by 
volunteers. 


The tourist association this 
year has made application to the 
Federal Government for a grant 
to hire three university students 

under the Experience ‘81 
program to do a survey of the 
tourist industry in the county. 


Tourist Evaluation for Prince 
Edward County (TEPEC) is 
expected to examine the 
available accommodation, the 
needs of the tourist, how the 
industry can be upgraded and 
the dollar value of the tourist 
industry in Prince Edward 
County.

Shades of Oliver Twist! As 
many as 1,700 youngsters In 
grades 1 to 6 in Winnipeg School 
Divisions line up every day for 
free breakfasts, and some of the 
kids walk miles to get a filling of 
oatmeal or a bowl of soup. A 
large percentage of the 
youngsters ask for seconds or 
even thirds. 


Principal of one of the local 
schools says the youngsters are 
not neglected or abused by their 
parents...but money can only go 
so far and minimum wages and 
welfare haven’t kept up with the 
cost of food and shelter 


Another shocking figure 
about children in Canada is this 
... child abuse has been shown to 
be the fourth major cause of 
death among Canadian children 
between one and five years old. 


‘If President Reagan were a 
Canadian citizen resident in 
Ontario he would be ineligible 
to serve as a juror,’ so says 
University of Guelph psychology 
professor Dan Yarmey. “Only 
people between 18 and 69 may 
serve, and anyone 70 years of age 
is ruled out regardless of actual 
mental and physical compet- 
ence 


Professor Yarmey is beginning 
a two-year research project on 
the subject of competence of 
the elderly, aided by a research 
grant. 


“Standard tests for jury 
members already exist, so is 
there any good reason why the 
same criteria should not apply 
after the age of 69,’ he questions. 


Why not have him try out the 
tests on some of our senior 
citizens in the Canadian Senate? 
It might be one good way to find 
out if Canadians are getting the

For many years now, groups of 
people have been protesting 
inhumane trapping and the use 
of the leghold trap which inflicts 
a great deal of suffering.

Now, something is being done 
about it. A foot-snare device, 
considered to be significantly 
more humane that traps 
currently in use, has been 
developed by the Ontario 
Ministry of Natural Resources 
and will be produced by a 
Huntsville firm. 


Funds for the trap’s 
manufacture, provided by the 
Ministry, include $150,000 for 
production and $100,000 to 
secure the patents in 17 
countries. 


But it’s not money down the 
drain. The new trap is expected 
to be competitively priced and is 
lighter and safer and easier to 
carry than the leg-hold 
trap...and it is anticipated that 
there will be su bstantial returns 
to the Crown in royalties.

Indians’ Constitutional Stand 


Earl Hill, Chief of the Mohawks 
of the Bay of Quinte, was in 
Toronto for the April 23 meeting 
of the Association of Iroquois 
and Allied Indians (AIAI), where 
discussions took place 
concerning the position of the 
Federal Government on 
protection of Native Rights in 
amendment of the Constitution. 
The following is a press release 
sent to the Scanner by Gord 
Peters, AIAI president. 


AIAI is an Association which 
represents eight Bands of Treaty 
Status Indians in Ontario with a 
membership of approximately 
10,000. 


Since the Federal Government 
announced its intention ‘to 
patriate the Constitution with an 
entrenched Charter of Rights, 
AIAI has kept a close watch on 
developments in so far as they 
affect Native Peoples generally 
and its members in particular. 


There has been intense 
lobbying for the protection of 
‘Native Peoples’ from many 
quarters, and this has resulted in 
certain concessions by the 


Federal Government, though it 
is the view of AIAI, (and many 
other concerned 8roups) that 
such concessions are more 
apparent than real. 


The Federal government has 
made 8reat political use of the 
variance of views between the 
several groups of Native 
Peoples, in the same way that 
they have capitalized on the lack 
of unanimity among the 
Provincial Premiers. By these 
tactics, its generally arrogant 
treatment of the Native Peoples, 
the Federal Government has lost 
the confidence and trust of AIAI. 


In our efforts to put forward 
constructive criticism and to 
take an active part in the 
Preparation and drafting of 
legislation which will affect the 
many Native Peoples in Canada 
we have written many letters, to 
members of Parliament all of 
which remain unanswered. We 
wrote at some length with our 
proposals to Mr. Chretien, the 
Minister of Justice, who is 
primarily responsible for the 
proposed Constitution Act in 
Parliament. We have had no

courtesy of an acknow- 
ledgement. 


We fear that the Federal 
Government may use the Variety 
of weapons at its disposal -- (its 
Parliamentary Majority, its 
spending power, the interim 
amending processes and the 


final amending process) -- to 
extinguish Native rights, and 
further that the Federal 


Government will endeavour to 
achieve, and even encourage, a 
consensus among the Provincial 
Premiers at ‘Constitutional 
Conferences’ aimed at ‘defining’ 
Native rights out of existence 


We have reached the stage 
where we cannot trust the 
expressions of ‘good intentions’ 
from the Federal government 
History has shown that such 
expressions, however genuine 
originally, fall victim all too easily 
to political expedience. Like 
election promises, expressions 
of intent are nothing if they are 
not acted upon, and we have no 
confidence that the Federal 
Government will do any more 
than pay lip service to its 
‘commitment’ to Canada’s 
Native Peoples. 


Despite our fears and 
reservations, this Association has 
resolved not to retreat to the 
position of cynical destructive 
Criticism but to come forward 
with constructive suggestions so 
that we may not only take a part 
in molding our future but seem 
to be doing so. 


The perfunctory indifference 
of the Federal Government and 
its refusal to react seriously (or at 
all) to the very genuine concerns 
of the Native Peoples of Canada 
in their efforts to take a part in 
formulating those sections of the 
new Constitution of Canada 
which are going to directly affect 
them bodes ill for the future 
security of the rights not only of 
the Native Peoples but all other 
Canadians. 


Autocratic Government 
which takes away the rights of 
the peoples by Political and 
legislative manipulations is not 
the Canadian way. 


We see our stand on the 
constitution as a small but 
important contribution towards 
building a better Canada for our 
children to inherit.

Here’s part of the letter: ‘Our 
local association for the mentally 
retarded has just spent four years 
in trying to make a group home 
for six adults a reality. These 
adults were all to have been 
employed either in our local 
ARC industries or by private 
business. This was one of the 
requirements for provincial aid

be in the home 


‘| would also add that there 
was to have been asupervisor in 
he home at all times that any of 
the residents were in the home. | 
am sure you can tell by the tone

The map shows the mid-May sky 
about 10 p.m. Daylight Saving Time 
when most of the bright stars of 
winter have set in the west and the 
bright stars of summer are rising in 
the east. Between these spectacular 
groups lie the stars of spring, less 
brilliant but with a beauty of their own: 


The Big Dipper (Ursa Major) is high in 
the north now, turned as if to pour its 
contents over the northem honzon 
Follow the curve of its handle to 
golden yellow Arcturus in Bootes — 
the brightest star in the summer sky — 
then continue the curve southward to 
Spica in Virgo. 
High overhead to the east of the 
Zenith lies kite-shaped Bootes the 
Bear Driver, or Herdsman — Arcturus 
easily pinpoints this constellation. To 
the west of the zenith lies Leo—a 
sickle shaped group of six stars with 
Regulus at its tip marks the head of 
the mythological Lion; a triangle with 
DeneBola its brightest star, his 
hindquarters. Denebola means “tail 
of the Lion”. Hercules, the Kneeler is 
high in the east. No bright star 
distinguishes this constellation but 
with the help of the map it is not 
difficult to locate 
Between Hercules and Bootes is 
Corona Borealis — a conspicuous and 
beautiful coronet of seven stars 
referred to as the Northern Crown. Its 
brightest star, Ajphecca (or Gemma) 
is known as the “Pear! of the Crown” 
Between Bootes and Leo lies Coma 
Berenices or Berenice's Hair.

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Because there are no bright stars in 
this constellation it is usually omitted 
from star maps — at least from those 
locating stars bright enough to be 
seen when conditions are less than 
ideal. But because it contains one of 
the best known open star clusters, a 
shimmering patch of 5th magnitude 
and fainter stars scattered over a few 
degrees of sky, it is an ideal area to 
search with binoculars. While not 
related the myths surrounding these 
two constellations share a common 
theme and each features a maiden'’s 
hair. Their stories go something like 
this 
“Berenice, Queen of Ptolemy III of 
Egypt, was renowned for the beauty 
of her “amber tresses’, but she 
sacrificed them willingly to the 
Goddess of Beauty to ensure the safe 
return of her husband from a perilous 
voyage. When later the tresses 
disappeared from the alter in the 
temple of Venus, they were found 
placed among the stars”. 


“Corona Borealis represents the 
crown presented to Ariadne, daughter 
of the King of Crete, who adored 
Theseus, son of the King of Athens. 
Theseus was one of a group of young 
Athenians sacnificed in a yearly 
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tribute to the terrible Minotaur —a 
monster, half man and half bull. 
Confined in a labyrinth with the 
monster he marked his way with a 
spool of thread given him by the» 
cunning Ariadne. After killing the 
Minotaur with a sword she had given 
him Theseus escaped the labyrinth 
by retracing the path of the thread. 
Theseus married Ariadne but later 
deserted her on a faraway island. In 
pity the gods bestowed the crown on 
Ariadne and placed it in the sky after

Myrtle or yellow-rumpéd 
warblers have been observed in 
the Quinte area since the latter 
part of April, but the spring 
migraton of warblers doesn’t 
really get underway until about 
mid-May. From about May 12 
until the end of the month, 
bushes and tree tops will be 
filled with warblers, often 
representing several species 


Because warblers are tiny and 
spend much of their time in the 
dense foliage, this large family of 
birds is often overlooked by 
many people who are shocked 
to learn that some 35 species may 

occur in this area during the 

two-week period.

Only a handful of warbler 
species nest at our latitude. The 


name warbler might be 
considered a misnomer as the 
majority are not outstanding for 
their ability as songsters 
compard to thrushes and other 
species. But what they may lack 
in voice, they more than make 
up for in eye appeal. 


One exception might be the 
ovenbird, whose rich notes of 
‘tea-cher, tea-cher, tea-cher’, 
with rising emphasis, resound- 
ing through the woods, are an 
invitation to seek him out. 


The Maryland yellowthroat is 
another gifted songster and the 
grassy outskirts of marshes and 
lowlands is the preferred habitat 
of this warbler. 


Because warblers seem to 
prefer dense foliage and are 
forever disappearing in a jungle 
of leaves, one must be quick 
when training the binoculars in 
their direction and know what 
field marks to look for. A throat 
patch, eye ring or a wing bar 
serve as clues to their identity 
and by consulting a good field 
guide of which there are now 
seve ral on the market, the 
bird’s identity can be det 
ermined. 


An excellent companion to - 
any bird guide is a recording of 
birds that are seldom seen but 
often heard. These are available 
on either cassette tape or 
records and are excellent for 
pinning down those question- 
able warblers or marsh birds 
whose faces we never get to see.

Economic impact of hydro lines 


The new hydro transmission 
lines, marching through Lennox 
and Addington, Fredericks- 


burg, and Prince Edward County 


stand out like ugly... but perhaps 
necessary ... eyesores on the 
rural scene. But just how much 
to they actually detract from the 
market value of agricultural 
land? 

An independent study 
involving more than 1,000 farm 
properties in Ontario indicates 
that Ontario Hydro’s trans- 
mission lines have variable 
effects on the market values. 


The 18-month study, recently 
completed by consulting firm 
of Woods Gordon and 
Company, was commissioned by 
Ontario Hydro with the 
knowledge of the Ontario 
Federation of Agriculture. 


The study involved a detailed 
statistical analysis of 1,000 farm 
properties to determine factors 
affecting property value and the 
likelihood of results occurring 
by chance. 


As well, detailed farm 
property appraisals were made 
on some 30 properties affected 
by transmission lines together 
with 125 similar properties not 
affected by a line. 


The study examined six high- 
voltage lines: one 500,000 volt 
line built ten years ago; and five 


e 


230,000-volt segments built 
between 1941 and 1974 and 


located in various agricultural 
acres of Southern Ontario. The 
Woods Gordon study did not 
address the immediate impact 
that transmission line construc- 
tion may have on agricultural 
land values or use. 2 

Wide variations were found in 
the effect of electric trans- 
mission lines on specific rural 
property values. The finding 
clearly indicates the need to 
continue to appraise individual} 


Ontario Hydro policy in this 
area. 

Analysis showed factors such 
as date of sale, proximity to 
towns, villages and highways, 
soil quality, property size and 
the extent of farm improvement 
play a mor important role in 
explaining the differences in 
selling values than do 
transmission lines alone. 


The study also showed that 
transmission lines are more 
likely to lower the selling price 
of properties in areas where 
rural estate development or land 
speculation is occurring. 
Transmission lines do not appear 
to affect values of land devoted 
strictly to agriculture. 


Results were inconsistent for 
the 500,000-volt line. While the 
statistical model predicted

property values could apprec- 
iate in value, the appraisal 
analysis found, on the contrary, 
that values depreciated by 12 
percent to 28 percent with an 
average of 20 percent. One 
appraisal did indicate. a 12 
percent appreciation. 


In general, the Woods Gordon 
findings contrast with a report 
entitled, ‘The Socio-Economic 
Impacts of Electric Transmission 
Corridors’ prepared in 1977 by 
the University of Waterloo and 
released by the Royal Commis- 
sion on Electric Power Planning 
in 1978. 


This study concluded that 
values of all properties affected 
by a transmission line we re 
reduced, with the largest effect 


on small properties and a 
decreasing effect for larger 
properties. 


Ontario Hydro, with the 
knowledge of the OFA, 
questioned’ the technical 
support in the University of 
Waterloo study and in 1979, 
decided to obtain a more 
extensive and complete 
assessment of the economic 
impact of transmission lines on 
farm property values. 


This study indicated the need 
to continue to appraise the 
impact of transmission lines on 
individual properties.

Ferns 


You don’t need a green thumb 
to grow a fern. Understanding 
the fern’s needs and fulfilling 
them is all you need. The 
understanding can be broken 
down into7 requirements - light, 
temperature, humidity, water, 
soil, potting and fertilization. 


LIGHT } 

Ferns require light. The 
amount of light depends largely 
on the type of fern. Generally 
ferns grow best in filtered or 
diffused light, that is, in a bright 
position out of the direct rays of 
the sun or near a window where 
the rays are filtered by a curtain. 
Ferms receiving too much light 
are less luxuriant, lost their color 
and may develop brown leaf 
margins. Ferns receiving too 
little light may fail to grow or 
may produce tall, spindly, 
undersized fronds. 


TEMPERATURE 

Ferns grow best in a range 
from 65°F to 80°F with a 10°F 
drop in temperature at night. 


While ferns are adaptable to 
slight variations in temperature, 
excessive heat or drafts, 
especially around windows or 
heat registers are fatal to ferns. 
Remember this when placing 
ferns. 


HUMIDITY 

As a rule, ferns do not ghrive 
in low humidity, however, some 
require less than others. 


To increase humidity, mist ° 


twice a day, group the plants, 
place them in the bathroom or 
kitchen where humidity is 
higher or set the pots in pebble 
filled trays with water.

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Few gardening efforts bring as 
long-lasting returns as trees. 
Taking the time to select and 
plant them properly this spring 
will ensure years of enjoyment. 


Recommendations for 
planting trees and shrubs have 
changed as a result of research. 
Research now indicates that it is 
better to use the existing soil 
from the planting hole than to 
add purchased soil or organic 
material. 


Using the existing soil around 
the roots will encourage better 
root development. If the soil 
around the roots is higher in 
quality than the existing soil, the 
roots will tend to grow only in 
the richer soil and won't spread 
into the surrounding soil. 


Adding organic material such 
as peat moss, to the planting 
hole is not recommended 
because the peat retains 
moisture in wet weather, which 
can drown the roots. In dry 
periods the peat moss dries out 
and hardens, preventing water 
from reaching the roots. 


For best results, the planting 
hole should be dug twice as wide 
and one and a half times as deep 
as the root ball. Use the existing 
topsoil around the roots and fill 
in the hale with the subsoil. Use 
leaves or peat moss as a mulch 
on the soil surface to conserve

moisture, and stake the tree top 
to prevent wind damage. Wait 
until the second year to apply 
fertilizer. 


Bare root trees should be 
planted by mid-May to provide 
the best growing conditions. 
Container grown deciduous 
trees can be transplanted safely 
until the end of May or early 
June. 


Many home gardeners choose 
taller, more mature trees to 
achieve instant results. 
However, the results four or five 
years later don’t justify the 
higher cost of larger trees. 


Smaller trees stand a smaller 
tisk of damage when you 
transplant them than the larger 
ones. And a 6 ft. tree planted 
beside an 8 ft. tree will be about 
the same size in four or five 
years.

‘Quakers’ was a name given to 
a refigious Body which took its 
rise in England about the middle 
of the seventeenth century, 
eventually spreading into the 
English colonies in North 
America. The first arrival of the 
Quakers in North America was 
in 1656 at Boston. Upon their 
arrival they were branded as 
fanatics and their religion 
suffered bitter persecution. 
However, by the 1800’s their 
numbers had swelled to include 
more than 1,200 church 
organizations and meeting 
houses. 


According to the book, 


instrumental in establishing the 
first organized meeting of the 
Society of Friends, as the 
Quakers called themselves, in 
1798. On a corner of John 
Dorland’s farm they erected 
what was the first Quaker 
meeting house in Upper 
Canada. The congregation was 
known as the Adolphustown 
Preparative Meeting. 


On County Road 5, two miles 
east of the village of Northportin 
Sophiasburgh Township can be 
found what is believed to be the

‘Itis rare today fora 
house to stand from 1800 to 
present day without being either 
torn down or so radically 
changed to be totally 
unrecognizable,’ stresses Mr. 
Needham. 


The Needhams have tried to 
preserve the vintage house 
much the way it was with few 
changes. The double front doors 
immediately identify the house 
as a Quaker house, the yard 
dotted with huge locust trees, 
well over 100 years old. 


COMPARED’ SIGNATURES 
Of particular interest are the 
original window panes, one of 
which has the name of Anna 
Cronk scrawled upon it. The 
Cronks, Jacob and Anna, 
occupied the home during the 
early 1800’s. Mr. Needham says 
he has compared the signatures 
with those on early documents 
and is convinced the signature is 

original. 


The upstairs portion of the 
house has never been restored, 
and with the exception of 
electric lights, has remained 
virtually untouched since it was 
used by the Quakers to worship. 

Careful examination of the 
woodwork is evidence that the 
Quakers never wasted anything. 
The stairwell to the upper story is 
steep, narrow anda challenge to 
ascend.

Dividends are paid by 
Canadian Corporations to their 
owners (shareholders). Div- 
idends are distributed from 
earnings (profits) after corporate 
taxes have been paid. The 
divident tax credit is intended to 
compensate for double taxation 
of the same dollars. 


Corporations may pay 
dividends to Preferred and 
Common shareholders. We will 
now look at the ‘straight’ 
Preferred share. 


When you purchase a 
‘straight’ Preferred share you are 
becoming a partial owner of the 
issuing corporation. Most 
Preferred shares have a PAR 
VALUE, are paid a fixed dividend 
and trade on the stock 
exchange. Hence, they have a 
market value which is generally 
sensitive to interest rates. 


For example, Stelco Preferred 
D has a par value of $25 and pays 
an annual dividend of $2.50 per 
share.

would still get the $2.50 per year

As a general rule, when 
interest rates go up, the market 
value of a ‘straight’ Preferred 
goes down.

To provide protection from 
fluctuating interest rates, some 
recent issues of Preferred stock 
have included a retraction 
option for the investor. That is, 
he may return his shares for par 
value from the corporation after 
a fixed period of time. 


When investing in Preferred 
shares, you should know and 
understand all of the features of 
the stock. As well as par value, 
dividend rate and retraction 
privilege, there are several other 
important conditions you need 
to know about. 


Above all, understand the — 
‘quality’ of the issue. If a 
Preferred share promises a high 
yield, one of the reasons may be 
that it has a low quality rating. 
There may, of course, be other 
reasons which you should also 
make yourself aware of. 


We have discussed the 
‘straight’ Preferred share. This 
type of ownership is primarily 
for income investors and does 
not generally protect the 
investor’s savings from inflation.

Should you wake up to smoke 
in your room and the door is 
warm or the hallway contains 
smoke, don’t panic.Take steps to 
defend yourself. 


If the phone works, let 
someone know you're in there. 
Flip on the bathroom vent if 
smoke is coming in. Fill the tub 
with water for firefighting. 


Wet some sheets or towels and 
stuff the cracks of your door to 
keep smoke out. With your ice 
bucket, bail water from the tub 
onto the door and walls to keep 
them cool. You can put your 
mattr ess up against the door and 
hold it in place with the dresser. 
Keep it wet. 


A wet towel tied around your 
nose and mouth will help filter 
out smoke if you fold it in a 
triangle and put the corner in 
your mouth. 


Many people try to jump out 
the window. Most are killed or 
injured in the process. 


If you're on the first floor, you 
might as well just open the 
window and climb out. From the 
second floor you cold probably 
make it with only a sprained 
ankle, but you must jump out far 
enough to clear the building. 
Many people who hang from 
window sills and drop, hit sills 
and ledges on the way down and 
then go into cartwheels. If they 
don’t land on their heads and kill 
themselves, they’re usually 
seriously injured. 


\f you're any higher than the 
third floor, chances are good 
you won't survive the fall.

They most always sing from 
the top most branch of atreeand 
if you search long enough in the 
general direction of the song its 
dark form will take shape. But 
there is no point in trying to 
approach the brown thrasher for 
a closer view; they are a very shy 
bird and will quickly seek 
sanctuary in a growth of dense 
tangles if he sees you coming. In 
fact, photographs of brown 
thrashers singing are rare. 


Their rich, rufous-coloured 
back and heavily streaked breast 
often lead many to believe that 
the brown thrasher is a thrush. 
He is a member of a family 
known as ‘Mimidae’, and 
includes species like the 
mockingbird and the catbird 

The notes and phrases of all 
thr species are similar, but 
delivered differently 


The catbird’s song is a very 
disjointed succession of slurred 
notes and phrases all mixed up in 
a somewhat unmusical 
conglomeration. The mock- 


ingbird will take one note and 
repeat it several times before 
selecting a new one. The brown 
thrasher takes one note and 
del ers it in a form of a couplet 
selecting a new note each time 


In spite of its size and 
field marks, the 


conspicuous 


brown thrasher is an extremely 
secretive bird and locating the 
nest of one is a very trying 
experience. Very often the nest 
will be placed in in a tangle of 
grape vines, usually near the 
ground, and sometimes right on 
the ground. It is a rather bulky 
structure, but certainly has the 
knack of concealing itself until 
well after the nesting season. 


The thrashers cinnamon- 
rufous back seems to brighten 
with increased intensity when 
the bird takes flight. Alighting on 
a convienient perch, he will 
nervously twitch his long tail and 
work it up and down. When not 
otherwise occupied, he will 
‘thrash’ about in the leaf litter 
under the tangles and shrubbery 
in search of beetles, larvae and 
other insect life. 


With May now upon us, 
thoughts of most birders this 
month turn to the spring 
migration. The weekend of May 
10 is generally recognized as the 
period in which the spring 
migration of birds will reach its 


peak. This, of course, will 
depend largely on the 
temperature and weather 


conditions prior to this date. 


We found myrtle or yellow- 
trumped warblers in great 
abundance near the Wellington 
end of the Sandbanks Park last 
weekend. Killdeer and spotted 
sandpipers were everywhere 
along the five-mile stretch of 
beach, and near the parking lot 
in a flooded depression, we 
located a greater yellowlegs. 
Definitely time to brush up on 
your spring birds.

With today’s modern sophisti- 
cated equipment, birding has 
become much easier than in 
former days. An array of 
available small field guides have 
become important new tools in 
the identification of birds. 
Binoculars and telescopes are of 
excellant quality and the 
province abounds in natural 
history organizations. 


Birders come in all sizes, 
colors and shapes, often in 
droves, all bustling about with a 
happy kind of business the 
whole world could use a lot 
more of. Some sit statue-like for 
hours watching birds and 
become experts in the fine 
details of bird plumage.

Mr. T.R. Hughes, Principle of 
N.D.S.S., comments on the 
merits of the Co-operative 
program, ‘Ten to twelve students 
a year remain in school because 
of their involvement with the 
Co-op program.’ 


Students in the Co-op 


receive practical 


program 
experience in business or 
industry with ‘On-the-Job’ 
training. Also, while on this 
program, the student is still 
earning Secondary School 


credits. A maximum of two or 
three credits can be obtained 
upon successful completion of 
each component. 


This program not only offers 
job experience, but it makes 
available training on machines 
and equipment unattainable in 
school. It also gives the student 


an opportunity to investigate a 
certain career before making 
any commitments in that 
occupation. It enables the 
student to obtain references, 
and, in most cases, receive a 
small wage. 

In January 1979, N.D.S.S. 
commenced its co-operative 
education program, after 


receiving a Federal Grant. At that 
point, there was only one third 
of a teacher working on the 
program; however, next year, 
there will be two full time 
teachers. Mr. Worley and Mrs.

There is a lot more discrimination in this country than 
our traditionally fat, small “‘l’’ liberal, and essentially 
hypocritical hierarchy has ever been prepared to admit. 
Some of the worst discrimination is racial and cultural, and 
some of it is sexual, and all of it is vicious. But it seems to 
me that we're endangering our ability to recognize the 
real thing if we holler discrimination every time we don’t 
get our own way. The Canadian Human Rights Commiss- 
ion has just made an astonishing decision in favor of a 
young lady who was denied air time on an open line radio 
program in Hamilton because she wanted to talk about 
male strippers. She was eleven years of age at the time the 
alleged infringement of her human rights took place. The 
Human Rights Commission ordered the radio station to 

apologize. It seems to me that the station was well within 
its rights in refusing the young lady airtime, on the 
grounds of taste alone. I see that a recent Gallup poll has 
found that one Canadian in every five feels he or she has 
been discriminated against because of age, sex, religion, 
racial origin or some other identifiable characteristic. 
Quite frankly, I take that particular poll with a grain of 
salt. Twenty-eight per cent of those who claimed they'd 
been discriminated against said it was because of age 
There is age discrimination, of course, particularly against 
older people. But is it really discrimination in the sense 
that a Jamaican understands it, for instance, if you cant 
get a job because you're too young.and inexperienced? | 
mean | can’t get a job as a waitress or a priest either. Does 
that mean I’ve been discriminated against on the grounds 
of sex and religion? While we're at it, I can’t sit comfort- 
ably in theatre seats, or economy airplane seats, and | 
can’t sleep in hotel beds with raised footboards either 
That’s because I’m six foot five. Tall people’s needs are 
overlooked, by and large, but that isn’t discrimination It’s 
called living. Let’s save the word discrimination for people 
who reallx need it.

Preserving our heritage 


The cold blue waters of Lake 
St. Lawrence would provide no 
clue to the newcomer to the 
Seaway Valley about the rich 
heritage of this area. Only the 
occasional spot where an old 
roadway leads into the water, or 
in the fall when the water is low, 
tree stumps appear at the water's 
edge would indicate that what 
the visitor sees was not always so. 


The construction of the St 
Lawrence Seaway in the mid 
1950’s brought about a new way 
of life for people in the 
riverfront communities when 
their homes, schools, shops and 
churches were removed to make 
way for this project. This 
upheaval gave rise to fears that 
the area’s rich history might 
disappear forever under the 
rising waters .of Lake St 
Lawrence. 

To put to rest those fears, the 
provincial government, under 
the leadership of history- 


conscious premier, the late 
Leslie Frost established the 
Ontari-St. Lawrence Develop- 


ment Commission in 1955. The 
Commission was charged with 
preserving the heritage of the 
United Empire Loyalist founders 
of the area and with developing 
a recreational area along the 
shores of the soon-to-be- 
flooded river. In 1964, the 
Commission was renamed the 
St. Lawrence Parks Commission 


Out of these beginnings was 
born Upper Canada Village, 
whose components would 
illustrate the evolution of a St 
Lawrence River community 
from approximately 1784 to 
Confederation. 


Opened in 1964, the Village 
consists. of over thirty-five 
buildings and their contents ona 
50 acre area, carefully restored 
and open to the public as living 
displays. The various stages In 
pioneer life, from the earliest 
settier’s log shanty to the 
successful businessman's 
mansion are illustrated and 
interpreted for visitors by the 
costumed guides in each 
building. 


The village also demonstrates 
the industry and commerce of a 
community in this area some 150 
or 200 years ago. A lumber mill 

and woollen mill, both water 
powered, are fully operational. 
A skilled cabinet maker is busy in 
his shop creating such things as 
chairs, spinning wheels and 
other articles of furniture. The 
village boasts a printing shop, a 

blacksmith’s shop, a bakery 
broom-maker’s shop and a 
cheese factory, all in operation 
for visitors 


A horse-drawn bateau travels 
up and down the canal offering 
visitors a chance to sit back fora 
few minutes and view the village 
from a different perspective 


Youngsters enjoy a ride inthe 
ox-cart, while their

The home life of our 
forefathers has not been 
forgotten in the many displays in 
the village.

For those who wish to pause 
during their visit for a meal, 
there is no shortage of variety 1n 
places to eat. There ts a licensed 
cafeteria, several snack bars, and 
a dining room, authentically 
restored to the 1800's, Or visitors 
can enjoy a picnic and swim at 
nearby Crysler Park, as part of 
their admission fee

is unlikely that municipally run 
day care centres will have much 
Opportunity to expand in the 
near future. Instead, incentives 
will be provided to industries to 
establish their own facilities. 
Unfortunately, partly because of 
government regulations 
requiring high and therefore 
expensive standards for Staffing, 
only very large firms will be able 
to consider providing day care. 
Mothers working for smaller 
firms will be able to apply for 
subsidized private day care, 
based on the income of herself 
and spouse. Again the argument 
to support this is that 
governments should not be in 
competition with private 
business. It’s a handy sort of 
rationale, which is nevertheless 
applied inconsistently. To Carry it 
to its extreme, it could be argued 
that the public school system is 
competing unfairly with the 
Private schools for example. 


In fact, in most cases, the 
demand for good affordable day 
Care can’t be met by the public 
and private sector combined. 
Furthermore, the privatisation of 
day care might result in higher 
Costs to the taxpayer, as some 
method for regulation and 
approval, inspection, etc. will 
have to be established. 


HEALTH SERVICES 

Evidence of shifting more 
responsibility to the mun- 
icipalties can be seen in the area 
(not regional) boards which are 
being established by the Ontario 
government in health services 
and childrens services. 
Hopefully these won’t become 
just another layer of gov- 
ernment but will meet their 
intended purpose of reviewing 
existing and proposed services 
specifically to avoid re- 
dundancies. The recom- 
mendations of these local

making decisions as to where to 
allocate funds. Anyway, they are 
worth a try. It is certainly 
Preferable to eliminate real 
waste in these services than to 
charge patients more to pay for 
its continuation, or reduce 
assistance to needy children 


Some moves toward local 
autonomy then are desirable, as 
long as the needs previously met 
by the provincial government 
will still be met. However it must 
be understood that many areas 
which are now administered by 
the province, were taken over 
originally because the private 
sector was not interested and 
Municipalities were not able to 
afford them. Not surprise- 
ingly these fall mainly under 
social services, definitely no- 
profit making endeavors 


When incentives don’t work 
to provide basic necessities, and 
| think they will fail ultimately to 
meet the needs of Ontario 
Housing, the government 
should look at removing some of 
its own impediments. For 
example, developers argue that 
it is impossible because of so 
many goverment regulations, to 
build affordable housing. Some 
point out that local require- 
ments of size of lot could be 
reduced and developer 
applications could be processed 
more quickly with additional 
planning staff, for starts 


lf all reasonable incentives 
and efforts to remove 
impediments fail, government 
must reassess its position, and 
perhaps reassume their previous 
role. At least they will be able to 
Point out to a critical public that 
they tried the only alternative. If 
that is the end result of the 
current privatization trend, it 
will have been an expensive 
experiment indeed.

Royal Ontario Museum 


\ number of sources on loca! 
birds states that no. other 
medium-sized bird existed in 
such numbers as did the 
Passenger pigeon. Yet its limited 
reproductive potential ol oneor 
two eggs per clutch, and perhaps 
a critical minimum number of 
birds required in a colony for 
successful breeding, were 
inadequate in the face of habitat 
destruction and wholesale 
slaughter by man 


According to Prince Edward 
County Museum curator Donald 
McDermaid, the plump breasts 
of these birds were considered a 
delicacy and organized shoots 
would be -held at popular 
roosting sites. Armed with clubs, 
guns and nets, the population 
decreased in size although the 
slaughter in Ontario was less 
than in the United States where a 
commercial market existed in 
the large eastern cities 


The last known Ontario 
specimen was taken near 
Niagara in 1891, and the last 
reliable sight record for the 
province was at Penetanguishine 
on May 18, 1902. The passenger 
pigeon officially became extinxt 
when a captive female, ‘Martha’ 
died in the Cincinnata Zoo on 
Sept. 1, 1914.

Sharp tools for gardening 


A wooden spatula will remove 
dried earth and coarse steel 
wool or emery paper will 
remove rust and corrosion from 
steel tools. Moisten stubborn 
tusty or corroded spots with oil 
and let sit for a couple of days 
and they should polish up easier. 
In some instances it will be 
necessary to polish badly 
corroded tools with a power 
wire brush. A touch up with a 
medium file on the cutting 
edges of spades and hoes will 
make them easier to use. 


Once tools are bright and 
sharp it takes only a minute 
before putting them away to 
clean and oil them. A wipe with 
an oily cloth containing a light 
lubricating oil will protect them 
between jobs. 


Clean tools will also last much 
longer, conclude the gardening 
specialists.

Mid-May seems to be the time 
of the year for the rose- 
breasted grosbeak during which 
time they are on migration, their 
rich melodious songs bubbling 
from every woodlot and back 
yard. 


Unlike the familiar evening 
Brosbeak which is almost 
synonomous with winter, the 
rose-breasted grosbeak is 
unable to tolerate hard winters 
and withdraws entirely to 
Mexico and northern South 
America. 


1 also managed to find the 
white-crowned sparrow, in fact, 
two of them, both in full song 
near the side street adjacent to 
the path leading to the mill 
Although similar in markings to 
the white-throated sparrow, so 
familiar a sight whenever we visit 
Algonquin Park, the song of the 
white-crown is noticeably 
different from that of the white- 
throat. It is somewhat plaintive 
and after a time even becomes a 
bit monotonous, unlike the 
strong and beautiful notes of the 
white-throat. 


The white-throat also puts 
more effort into its song, 
throwing its head back, 
revealing the snow-white throat 
patch and involving the entire 
body in its presentation 


The cardinal, although it kept 
singing in a wooded area 
approximately 100 yards or so 
along the path, refused to show 
itself despite repeated attempts 
at imitating the song which 
normally is enough to lure a 
cardinal out into the open. 


A song sparrow, two chipping 
sparrows, several goldfinches 
and a yellow-rumped warbler 
rounded out the list of species 
observed during the short time | 
was there.

At last, the fight for day care in 
Ontario is getting some muscle 
behind it. 


Ontario Treasurer, Frank 
Miller has been urged to create 
10,000 additional day care spaces 
in the province. The request was 
contained in a letter sent to 
Miller by the Ontario Federation 
of Labour, the Ontario Welfare 
Council, the Ontario Teachers’ 
Federation, Action Day Care and 
the Association for Early 
Childhood Education (Ontario). 


The demands flow from the 
findings of a series of cross- 
province public forums on day 
care sponsored by the 
organizations from March 30 to 
April 11. Two hundred briefs 
were presented and an in-depth 
brief on Ontario’s day care 
problems is now being prepared 
for presentation to the Davis 
Government next fall 


The five province-wide 
organizations intend to form a 
permanent coalition to fight for 
improved day care services on 
an ongoing basis.

Most weekends I make a point of Staying away from the 
travel sections of Toronto newspapers. The theory being 
that there’s no point in stirring up lusts that can’t be gra- 
tified. I must say that the standard travel fare doesn’t hold 
much allure any more. Eight days at Sam Lord’s Castle in 
Barbados for $210 dollars plus airfare doesn’t move me. 
Neither do the cut-rate Spring flights to Orlando/St. 
Pete’s. But the exotica drives me crazy. One company is 
running a once-only re-creation of the Orient Express in 
October. They’re using 1920's style railway equipment 
and promising wonderful cuisine. The fare will be 49 
hundred dollars per person, double occupancy from Ist- 
anbul. Or what about a European bicycle trip - How does 
Vienna to Salzburg along the Danube strike you? Or 
Burgundy by bicycle? No prices on these trips, limited to 
25 people per group, but they’re bound to be relatively 
reasonable. What about an educational safari in East 
Africa for 30 days - the flora and fauna of Kenya, Zambia 
and Zimbabwe? Or a seven day expedition to Newfound- 
land to look at the great whales in Trinity Bay? Or what is 
billed as adventure journey to the West Coast to study the 
Haida and Kwakiutl indians on the Islands of B.C.? It’s a 
shame that travel has become so interesting at a time 
when money is so scarce. The idea of all those trips 
appeals to me, I must admit, but the one which really 
wrecked my weekend was a 16-day tour of Central Asia - 
beginning in Moscow and ending in Leningrad, both fas- 
cinating cities. But like a sandwich, the real thing is 
reserved for the middle - Samarkand, Bukhara, Tashkent - 
Central Asia, the centre of the world’s most fascinating 
continent for 15 hundred dollars. Just to read the names is 
to dream. 

That’s not news, but that too is reality.
